The publication in THE DI1spATCH that
the great Springer estate of Wilmington,
Del., was awaiting the heirs has brought to
light the fact thet s number of them re-
eide near Pitisburg. It also developed
s romance about the life of the
Epringer who founded this estate. He was
kidnaped, brought to Americs and sold ss a
glave. He was known as Lord Essley.

The circumstanees during the time of his
pervitude are not well known. He was
brought to Ameries from his home in
Sweden. One of his countrymen, happening
to be in this country, saw him and the
father sent over the boy’s old nurse to
identify him.

Mrs Virginia Evans is one of the heirs,
gnd it was through her the sbove informa.
tion was obtsined. She lives at 47 Thir-
teenth street, Sharpsburg. Bhe is the
daughter of Mra. Mary Loomis, of Eliza-
beth. The whole family is naturally inter-
ested st the prospects of & fortune. Mrs
Loomis has written to her danghter, Mra,
Mary Large,of Montana, for the genealogieal
tree and the family Bible in order to trace
out the other heirs.

Mrs Loomis has another daughter, Mra
Josephine Struckell, employed in the Dead
Letter Office at Washington. The family
of Captain Gordon, near Springdale, are
also i:el!'ﬁ. Senator bpringer. of 1llineis, is
another of the heirs.  All of them are pre-
paring to make a hard fight for the million's
worth of real estate in Wilmington.

One evening he wandered off into the
forest and did not returc. He was mourned
for years as dead. A gentieman whose
lands adjoined those of the Spnn came
to Amenca.  Near Philadelphis saW &
bor that grestly resembled his ne hbor’s
child, All the boy knew was that he had
been brought to Americaand sold as a
Biuve.

'hs gentleman went home and told the
father of having found his son, The father,
bowever, 1o be certain it was his child sent
the nurse who had carsed for himasa boy
to America. She recognized him b
mark on his back. He was taken bac
Sweden, but on the death of his father he
returned to America and bought the im-
mense tract of land at Wilmington, Del.

The gentlemsn to whom the kidnaped
boy had been sold said the bor wounld not
work, but would read and study all the
time. After his return to Sweden he was
known as Lord Essley, though he took the

A Little Bit of Family History.

Elizabeth Springer was married to Sam-
nel Walker in Wilmington. Eight ehil-
dren were born there. Charles, Gabriel and
Eebecoa  Walker died at Wilmington
while they were youngz "When the war
of 1812 broke out Samuel and Hugh
Walker enlisted under the American flag.
They sers ed with honor during the greater
part of the war. Then both fell victims of
the fover. One died in the hospital at Fort
Meigs and the other near there.

During the war the English stole Eliza-
beth Springer’s driving norse. She was a
large woman and very fair. She had auburn
hair and her cheecks were red as long as she
lived. She had dark eyes and always dressed
in Swedish costume. The British oecupied
her house as beadquarters when in Wil
uington.
